2.  To  bring  in  your  ballots  upon  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  amendment  proposed  by  the  Convention 
to  revise  the  Constitution  shall  be  approved. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  town  will  raise  for 
the  repair  of  highways  and  bridges  in  addition  to  that  re- 
quired by  law. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  select- 
men not  to  deliver  the  blank  invoice  bills  until  the  time  of 
tiking  inventory.

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  Memorial  Day. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  tO' 
raise  for  the  repair  of  cemeteries. 

8.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard  tO' 
making  up  any  deficiency  in  the  interest  of  the  William  Mer- 
cer fund  and  to  raise  money  therefor. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  necessary 
amount  for  the  maintenance  of  the  State  roads. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
apply  for  state  aid  on  highways. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  a  legacy  of 
fifty  dollars  in  trust  as  a  perpetual  fund  the  income  thereof 
to  be  devoted  to  the  care  of  the  burial  lot  of  Frank  A. 
Fifield,  and  the  burial  lot  of  his  son,  Ernest  L.  Fifield,  both 
situated  in  the  Child  cemetery,  in  said  Cornish,  as  provided 
in  his  will. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
seventy-five  dollars  to  widen  the  road  near  Cyrus  Barton's. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  widen  the  road  on 
the  west  side  of  the  Edminster  cemetery,  so  called,  and  raise 
sufficient  money  therefor. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  to  re- 
pair the  road  leading  from  Division  Five  to  the  Plainfield 
town  line. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  gravel  the  road  leading  up 
to  Saint  Gaudens,'  near  the  Wilson  road. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  treas- 
urer in  his  annual  report  to  the  town  to  give  a  tabulated 
statement  of  all  money  received  from  whatever  source  and 
whatever  purpose ;  also  a  tabulated  statement  of  all  money 
paid  as  follows :  The  date,  the  number  of  the  order  to  whom 
drawn,  for  what  purpose,  the  amount  thus  paid,     the  sum 

■  total. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  to  pay 
•a  deficiency  in  road  money,  caused  by  washouts  last  year. 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Select- 
men to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  neces- 
sary sum  of  money  to  endow  a  bed  in  the  Claremont  Gen- 
eral Hospital.  , 


20.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Officers,  Agents,  Aud- 
itors and  Committees  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote 
in  relation  thereto. 

21.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting.^  i

Selectmen's  Report 


EXAMINATION  OF  TOWN  ACCOUNTS 

Claremont,  N.  H.,  March  20,  1922. 
Mr.  George  W.  Paul,

Dear  Sir: — 

At  the  recent  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Corn- 
ish it  was  voted  that  the  town  report  be  not  accepted* 
and  it  appears  that  there  are  several  entries  in  said  re- 
port relating  to  the  financial  transactions  of  the  Select- 
men and  Treasurer  that  are  not  understood  by  some  of 
the  voters  of  Cornish  and  require  investigation  and  ex- 
planation and  it  may  be  that  there  are  inaccuracies  and 
errors  either  in  said  report  or  in  the  books  of  the  said 
officers  upon  which  their  respective  reports  are  based. 

The  Selectmen  feel  that  the  voters  and  all  citizens 
and  tax  payers  of  Cornish  are  entitled  to  be  fully  informed 
as  to  all  matters  involved  in  the  financial  transactions,  ac- 
counts and  reports  of  said  officials  and  we  therefore  re- 
quest that  you  make  a  full  and  complete  investigation  of 
their  said  report,  and  of  all  the  books,  records  and  vouch- 
ers upon  which  said  report  was,  or  a  correct  report  should 
be,  based,  and  that  you  hear  all  persons  who  have  any 
complaints  to  offer  regarding  any  point  or  matter  coming 
within  the  scope  of  your  investigation  and  consider  any 
statements  or  evidence  any  such  persons  may  present  to 
you,  and  that  you  submit  a  report  in  writing  showing  the 
results  of  your  investigation,  making  correction  of  any- 
thing that  you  may  find  that  has  been  erroneously  report- 
ed or  entered  upon  the  town  books,  and  in  particular  that 


you  report  your  conclusions  regarding  any  point  that  may 
have  been  brought  to  your  attention  by  any  interested 
person,  and  that  in  addition  thereto  you  make  any  recom- 
mendations that  might  in  your  opinion  be  helpful  to  the 
town  officials  in  handling  or  reporting  upon  any  such  mat- 
ters as  are  involved  in  your  investigation.

Selectmen  of  Cornish,  N.  H. 
Gentlemen : — 

When  requested  by  your  Board  under  date  of  March 
20,  1922,  to  make  a  complete  investigation  of  your  report 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  31,  1922,  and  "of  the 
books,  records  and  vouchers  upon  which  said  report  was, 
or  a  correct  report  should  be,  based,"  and  to  do  other 
things  which  would  tend  to  make  clear  all  matters  relat- 
ing to  the  financial  acts  of  the  officers  of  your  town,  I 
felt  that  perhaps  duty  called  me  to  render  such  assistance 
as  I  might  be  able  to  the  citizens  of  a  neighboring  town, 
many  of  whom  were  long  time  acquaintances.  I  also 
realized  the  possible  danger  to  the  reputation  of  some  offi- 
cial provided  I  should  fail  to  find  a  satisfactory  record  of 
transactions  for  which  such  official  was  responsible. 

After  deciding  to  undertake  the  task  I  sought  to  find 
ground  for  the  action  of  the  voters  in  not  accepting  the 
report  and  for  their  criticism  of  any  part  thereof.  I  con- 
ferred with  individual  citizens  of  Cornish  regarding  their 
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understanding  of  the  difficulty.  A  cursory  examination 
of  the  report  revealed  some  errors  in  arrangement  and 
grouping  the  details  of  the  several  divisions. 

My  first  important  action  was  to  determine  how  much 
money  the  town  had  received  and  how  much  had  been  ex- 
pended. In  this  I  had  the  valuable  assistance  of  your 
Treasurer,  your  Town  Clerk  and  your  Tax  Collector.  A 
careful  examination  of  the  items  of  the  Treasuro'^'s  books 
disclosed  the  very  gratifymg  fact  that  the  total  amount 
received  by  him  was  $41,743.67;  that  he  had  paia  on  .)r- 
ders  of  the  Selectmen,  all  of  which  were  verified,  $40,966.- 
56,  leaving  unexpended  in  his  hands  $777.11.  In  other 
words  that  his  account  balanced  to  a  cent.  This  was  ar. 
excellent  showing  for  the  Town  of  Cornish  and  convinc- 
ing evidence  that  the  collected  revenues  of  the  town  had 
all  passed  through  the  proper  channels  and  that  none  had 
been  lost.  I  then  examined  the  Tax  Collector's  records. 
A  small  error  was  found  to  exist  in  the  warrant  which 
will  be  explained  in  its  proper  place. 

I  next  took  up  the  printed  report  comparing  the  pub- 
lished items  of  receipts  and  disbursements  with  the  rec- 
ords of  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Town  Clerk  and  Tax 
Collector,  at  the  same  time  studying  the  classification 
and  grouping  as  well  as  the  correctness  of  the  items  en- 
tering into  the  various  divisions.  It  is  readily  apparent 
that  the  printed  report  is  somewhat  faulty  as  regards  its 
arrangement  and  editing  and  thereby  rendered  difficult 
to  unde^^stand  by  those  not  having  access  to  the  records  on 
wh^ch  the  report  's  based.  It  occurs  to  me  that  the  best 
way  to  assist  in  having  the  printed  report  understood  is 
to  take  each  page  in  its  order  with  such  comments  as  cir- 
cumstances suggest.  As  this  virtually  constitutes  an 
audit  small  items  of  error  are  treated  as  well  as  large  ones. 

On  page  5  the  inventory,  $1,097,108  at  the  rate  of 
2.34,  plus  488  poll  taxes  (which  was  the  actual  number)  at 
$5.00  and  10  poll  taxes  at  $3.00,  would  produce  as  the  to- 


tal  amount  of  taxes  $28,142.32.    The  amount  named  in  the 
Collector's  warrant  is  $28,132.27. 

On  page  6  the  overlay  to  make  the  total  assessment 
correspond  with  the  warrant  should  be  $1053.29. 

Passing  to  page  7  it  appears  that  the  purpose  of  the 
Selectmen  was  to  publish  such  receipts  exclusive  of  taxes 
as  had  come  into  their  hands  as  Selectmen.  It  is  the  us- 
ual practice  in  town  reports  to  include  under  this  caption 
all  moneys  received  by  the  Treasurer  whether  the  same 
pass  through  the  Selectmen's  hands  or  not,  thus  report- 
ing all  the  town's  miscellaneous  revenues.

Item  No.  3  under  Current  Maintenance,  page  7,  should 

be  $61.00,  one  item  of  $5.00  not  having  been  included. 

Item  No.  9  of  the  same  division  should  be  $3455.45 
instead  of  $3455.55. 

*  See  explanation  in  notes  on  page  14. 
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Item  No.  10,  Highways,  Town  Maintenance,  should 
be  $6502.22. 

Item  No.  11  should  be  $2886.83. 

Item  No.  1,  page  8,  should  be  $1788.01,  after  deduct- 
ing $538  for  bridge  beams,  which  is  included  in  the  $2886.- 
83  on  page  7. 

Item  No.  3,  page  8,  add  $57.06  refunded  by  A.  &  P. 
(which  was  paid  but  later  refunded) ,  making  $319.57. 

Item  No.  10,  page  8,  Temporary  Loans,  should  be 
$5513.01  by  adding  $1184.17*  for  F.  D.  Kinsman  note. 

Item  No.  11,  add  Dog  License  money  paid  School  Dis- 
»trict,  making  total  $15,826.38.    Grand  total  for  this  divi- 
sion $40,966.56. 

On  page  9,  Election  and  Registration,  add  P.  S.  Gor- 
don, Election  Officer,  $5.00,  making  total  $61.00. 

Page  10,  State  Aid  Construction — The  two  tables  ap- 
pear as  prepared  by  the  State  Highway  Department  and 
need  no  comment  save  that  they  are  2  cents  off  in  their 
item  of  86  cents  balance.  Town  orders  were  drawn 
amounting  to  $2100  in  the  names  of  Gordon  and  Tifft  and 
deposited  in  the  Peoples  National  Bank.  The  authorized 
expenditure  by  the  town  was  $2017.20.  To  complete  the 
work  $69.02  more  were  expended.  An  unexpended  bal- 
ance remained  in  the  bank  of  $13.78.  This  account  was 
_  audited  and  found  as  above. 

State  Aid  Maintenance  Account — The  table  at  bot- 
tom of  page  10  is  that  of  the  State  Highway  Department. 
The  authorized  joint  fund  to  be  expended  by  the  town  was 
$3253.45.  The  approved  statements  from  the  State  De- 
partment as  shown  on  page  11,  total  the  same.  The  town 
orders  actually  drawn  in  payment  of  these  bills  were 
$3252.95.  Order  No.  176  for  John  Anderson  in  payment 
for  work  for  week  ending  August  6th,  $202.50,  does  not 
appear  in  the  State  tabulation.  Deducting  the  50  cents 
above  referred  to  from  the  $3253.45  and  adding  the  $202.- 
50  shows  that  $3455.45  was  the  amount  paid  by  the  Town 
for  State  Aid  Maintenance. 
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General  Expense  of  Highway  Department,  pages  11 
and  12,  the  total  of  $2326.01  contained  the  $538  paid  for 
bridge  beams  as  explained  in  reference  to  the  first  line  on 
page  8. 

County  Poor,  top  of  page  18,  the  $262.51  was  the  net 
cost.  The  amount  actually  paid  was  $319.57,  $57.06  of 
which  was  refunded. 

Temporary  Loans,  page  14,  should  have  added  the  F. 
D.  Kinsman  note  of  $1184.17,  making  a  total  of  tempor- 
ary loans  paid  of  $5513.01.  It  appears  that  this  note  was 
by  mistake  reported  as  paid  in  the  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing Jan.  31,  1921.  The  circumstances  appear  by  the  rec- 
ords to  be  that  the  order  drawn  in  payment  of  the  note 
was  dated  Jan.  31,  1921,  the  last  day  of  that  fiscal  year. 
The  order  was  not  paid  by  the  Treasurer  until  Feb.  3, 
1921,  and  was  charged  by  the  Treasip^er  against  the  ac- 
count for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Jan.  3l,  1922,  but  its  pay- 
ment failed  of  publication  under  this  heading  in  the  re- 
port for  1922. 

Under  Payments  to  Other  Governmental  Divisions, 
page  14,  the  amount  paid  the  School  District  should  be  in- 
creased by  $10.90  dog  license  money,  making  a  total  pay- 
ment to  the  School  District  of  $8500.39.  The  $3708.53 
State  Tax  is  the  amount  actually  paid,  but  was  the  balance 
of  the  State  Tax  after  the  State  Treasurer  had  deducted 
$483.97  due  the  Town  on  account  of  Railroad  and  Savings 
Bank  taxes,  (The  total  of  the  State  Tax  being  $4192.50) . 
The  total  of  this  division  would  thus  be  $15,826.38. 

On  page  15,  Treasurer's  report,  the  5th  item  should 
be  $216.65  as  shown  by  the  Treasurer's  books. 

The  Tax  Collector's  report  on  page  19  appears  to  be 
correct  as  far  as  he  had  knowledge  of  the  items  of  which 
it  was  composed.  I  see  nothing  for  me  to  say  about  the 
tax  account  of  1920.  That  of  1921  has  the  following  er- 
ror :  The  amount  stated  in  the  face  of  the  warrant,  $28,- 
132.27,  was  too  large  by  $5.11,  as  the  total  of  all  the  items 
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on  the  Tax  Collector's  book  was  $28,127.16.  This  differ- 
ence arises  from  the  fact  that  it  is  impossible  to  compute 
a  large  number  of  taxes  where  a  fraction  occurs  without 
either  loss  or  gain,  depending  upon  which  way  the  frac- 
tion is  carried.  In  this  case  the  fractions  dropped  from 
the  individual  taxes  amounted  to  $5.11,  with  which  the 
Tax  Collector  should  not  be  charged,  leaving  the  balance 
uncollected  Feb.  1,  1922,  $3209.51  instead  of  $3214.62  re- 
ported by  him.  In  my  opinion  a  better  form  for  the  Tax 
Collector's  report  would  be  as  follows:

On  page  21,  Cost  of  Bridge  near  Wm.  Hicks'  appears 
to  be  correct  with  the  exception  of  the  total  figures  which 
are  omitted,  viz:  $2886.83,  corresponding  with  the  cor- 
rected amount  on  page  7  previously  referred  to. 

Under  the  account  of  John  Anderson,  page  21,  the 
subheading  "Breaking  Roads"  is  misleading  as  it  appar- 
ently applies  only  to  the  earlier  items  of  the  account. 
Items  covering  pages  ending  on  page  33  with  total  of 
$5196.96  check  out  correctly. 

The  account  of  A.  F.  Davis  on  page  33  with  a  total  of 
$47.73  also  checks  out  correctly.  I  would  suggest  that  it 
would  be  better  to  extend  the  total  amount  of  the  two 
former  mentioned  accounts  to  the  extreme  right  as  they 
are  the  footings  of  the  foregoing  figures,  and  this  applies 
likewise  to  the  two  following  accounts. 
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On  page  34,  account  of  Jesse  Rollins,  the  first  two 
extended  items,  $13.78  and  $3.82,  make  $17.60.  The  amount 
paid  on  order  No.  85  was  $17.63.  The  next  extended 
items  up  to  and  including  $71.21  on  page  35  amount  to 
$412.61  which  was  paid  for  by  order  No.  104  for  $412.16. 
The  extended  item  for  week  ending  May  14  should  be 
$51.06  instead  of  $51.33.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  pay- 
ment for  items  up  to  and  including  $31.92  on  page  36 
which  were  paid  by  order  No.  132  for  $232.14. 

On  page  38  a  payment  to  Mr.  Rollins  Nov.  26  by  order 
No.  232  of  $20.80  for  gravel,  spikes  and  eveners  was  omit- 
ted. These  changes  make  the  total  of  Mr.  Rollins'  ac- 
count, page  39,  $1212.25,  which  checks  correctly  with  the 
amount  paid  him  by  orders. 

On  page  40,  account  of  T.  R.  Lawrence,  extended  item 
of  $79.89  appears  to  be  included  in  order  No.  107  for  $123.- 
89  paid  Mr.  Lawrence  on  April  30,  1921.  This  shows  an 
overpayment  of  $44.00.  The  extended  item  on  page  41  of 
$237.41  should  be  $237.51  by  the  printed  figures  of  the 
report.  The  payment  by  the  Selectmen  on  order  No.  130 
is  $216.01.  This  indicates  that  the  deduction  for  over- 
payment may  have  been  $21.50.  On  page  43  in  payment 
for  period  Nov.  2  to  Dec.  31  T.  R.  Lawrence  was  paid 
$12.00  as  Supervisor  which  is  entered  on  page  9  under 
Election  and  Registration.  This  leaves  $48.33  of  the 
$60.33  which  belongs  to  the  Highway  Department.  On 
page  44  the  total  amount  of  the  account  is  shown  as 
$2302.11.  The  total  amount  paid  Mr.  Lawrence  exclu- 
sive of  the  $12.00  as  Supervisor,  is  $2334.11.  The  total  of 
figures  for  labor  and  material  of  his  account  is  $2311.61, 
a  discrepancy  of  $22.50.  Taking  the  evidence  on  page  41 
that  there  was  a  previous  overpayment  charged  for  the 
purpose  of  correction  raises  the  supposition  that  some 
item  for  material  or  labor  amounting  to  $22.50  does  not 
appear. 

Trust  Funds:  In  regard  to  the  trust  funds  reported 
on  page  46, 1  have  checked  them  over  by  the  deposit  books 
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and  find  one  item  of  $28.72  credited  to  the  wrong  account. 
There  are  small  differences  between  the  printed  figures 
and  the  bank  books,  the  total  of  which  is  $1.61.  Many  of 
these  small  differences  arose  apparently  from  the  bank's 
computing  the  interest  semi-annually,  thereby  making  the 
hank  account  so  much  larger. 

While  it  is  true  that  I  have  found  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  errors  in  the  report  as  published  it  is  well  to  bear 
in  mind  that  town  reports  are  always  prepared  with  some 
degree  of  haste,  are  liable  to  error  in  printing  and  in  many 
instances  the  person  preparing  the  copy  has  no  opportun- 
ity to  revise  the  report  before  the  printing  is  done.  In  the 
"writer's  opinion  a  large  majority  of  such  reports  would  be 
found  to  contain  errors  if  they  were  reviewed  as  closely 
as  yours  of  1922  has  been. 

Another  difficulty  experienced  .by  officials  of  rural 
towns  such  as  Cornish  is  their  wide  separation  as  to  resi- 
dence, often  necessitating  action  by  one  without  conferr- 
ing with  his  associates.  Practices  are  necessary  in  order 
to  facilitate  business  which  are  not  necessary  in  larger 
places  with  bank  accomodations. 

I  believe  that  the  difficulties  you  have  had  as  indicat- 
ed in  this  report  are  largely  due  to  your  attempt  to  fol- 
low a  plan  of  accounting  designed  by  the  Tax  Commission 
and  by  them  urged  upon  the  town  officials  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. If  it  was  not  for  the  evidence  it  would  be  difficult 
to  believe  that  an  intelligent  body  of  men  would  attempt 
to  instruct  town  officials  about  a  matter  regarding  which 
they  (the  said  body)  had  limited  knowledge.  They  have 
induced  your  board  to  adopt  a  form  of  town  order  with  an 
attached  voucher  which  is  about  as  appropriate  for  Cor- 
nish as  a  16-inch  naval  gun  would  be  for  a  Cornish  boy  to 
use  in  hunting  rabbits.  I  find  on  the  printed  voucher  68 
and  on  the  attached  order  14  printed  lines,  which  if  needed 
at  all,  should  be  carefully  studied  and  interpreted  by  a 
Selectman  before  paying  for  a  hedgehog  head.    I  wish  to 
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state  here  that  the  town  of  Claremont  uses  an  order  with 
five  printed  lines  and  the  record  relating  thereto  fronn 
which  the  same  is  detached  contains  four  printed  lines, 
and  it  is  adequate  to  all  needs. 

Book-keeping,  so-called,  is  a  method  of  recording  fi- 
nancial transactions  in  such  manner  as  to  be  most  easily 
understood.  In  reporting  the  transactions  they  should  be 
so  named  and  arranged  that  those  to  whom  the  report  isi 
made  can  readily  understand  them. 

I  will  suggest  that  the  Treasurer's  report  of  receipts- 
be  arranged  as  below.     For  this  purpose  I  am  using  the 
account  for  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  the  report  under 
consideration.     Following  this   I  will   suggest  that  the 
Selectmen  assist  the  Treasurer  in  making  up  a  statement 
of  the  disbursements  which  will  show  plainly  to  the  tax 
payers  how  the  money  has  been  expended;  the  total  of 
which  would  be  the  total  of  orders  paid  by  the  Treasurer. 
By  adding  the  balance  unexpended  the  debit  and  credit 
sides  of  the  Treasurer's  account  will  balance.     To  illus- 
trate this  I  have  used  the  same  report  following  as  nearly 
as  I  can  the  names  given  to  the  divisions  on  your  records :

I  will  also  make  the  following  suggestions : 

First,  that  the  Selectmen  arrange  with  the  State 
Treasurer  for  the  payment  in  full  of  the  State  Tax  by 
town  order,  receiving  from  the  State  Treasurer  taxes  due 
the  town,  thus  showing  the  transaction  in  full  and  avoid- 
ing the  danger  of  misunderstanding  arising  from  treating 
the  balance  only. 

Second,  that  the  Selectmen  invariably  take  a  receipt 
for  each  payment,  clearly  defining  what  the  payment  is  for 
and  the  division  to  which  it  is  to  be  charged,  which  should 
be  carefully  filed  in  its  proper  order  as  indicated  by  num- 
ber corresponding  with  the  number  of  the  order  drawn. 

Third,  that  in  making  a  report  for  the  people  of  Cor- 
nish the  divisions  thereof  be  named  so  as  to  be  most  readi- 
ly understood  by  them. 

Fourth,  that  before  preparing  the  accounts  for  print- 
ing the  receipts  for  every  payment  be  carefully  compared 
with  the  record  of  orders  drawn  and  that  the  copy  for  the 
printed  report  be  made  from  the  receipts  after  grouping 
them  for  that  purpose ;  that  the  entire  copy  for  the  report 
be  written  out  instead  of  sending  bills  and  vouchers  to 
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the  printer  as  copy.  In  this  connection  the  employment  of 
a  stenographer  or  clerk  who  could  give  uninterrupted  at- 
tention to  the  details  would  be  found  valuable  and  eco- 
nomical. 

Fifth,  that  while  the  fiscal  year  ends  on  January  31st 
it  would  be  well  to  keep  the  Treasurer's  account  open  as 
of  that  date  until  all  orders  connected  with  the  closing 
year  had  been  drawn  and  paid.  The  nature  of  town  busi- 
ness makes  this  practice  practically  a  necessity. 

Sixth,  that  the  order  as  drawn  by  the  Selectmen  up- 
on the  Town  Treasurer  be  treated  as  a  negotiable  draft, 
thus  avoiding  the  necessity  of  obtaining  from  the  Town 
Treasurer  a  check  before  the  payment  is  available.  I 
make  this  suggestion  recognizing  the  possibility  that  the 
experience  of  the  town  officials  of  Cornish  may  warrant 
the  former  practice,  but  I  fail  to  see  its  advantage. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  to  say  that  the  rec- 
ords show  that  there  has  been  no  embezzlement,  no  mis- 
appropriation of  funds,  nothing  dishonest  by  the  town 
officials,  no  money  lost  or  unaccounted  for  on  the  records, 
however  faulty  the  report  may  be.  The  two  major  items 
which  I  understand  disturbed  the  voters  most,  viz:  the 
Kinsman  note  and  the  item  for ''bridge  beams,  were  paid 
for  but  once  regardless  of  the  number  of  times  or  places 
they  were  mentioned  in  the  report. 

,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  with  sincere  thanks  the  cour- 
tesy and  willing  assistance  I  have  received  from  the  offi- 
cials and  citizens  of  Cornish  in  my  labors  in  connection 
with  this  report.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  of  Cornish — 

I  take  pleasure  in  submiitting  to  yoii  my  fourth  annual 
school  report.  The  bimonthly  meetings  of  the  Board  and  the 
•superintendent,  the  numerous  conferences  of  the  superin- 
tendent with  individual  mem'bers  of  the  Board,  together 
with  your  own  visits  to  the  school,  have  kept  you  constant- 
ly and  fully  informed  of  the  condition  and  needs  of  the 
schools.  An  annual  report,  however,  serves  to  extend  to  the 
taxpayers  a  knowledge  of  the  most  important  data  regard- 
ing the  schools  and  to  insure  for  future  reference  a  perman- 
ent record  of  school  activities  and  personnel. 

Nine  schools  are  in  session.  The  Beaman  school  is 
closed  for  lack  of  pupils.  The  two  remaining  children  in  this 
division  are  transported  to  the  Chadbourne  school.  The 
Townhouse  school  has  been  closed  and  the  three  pupils  of 
the  Division  are  transported  to  the  Centre  school,  which  has 
been  reopened  after  several  years  of  disuse. 

Nine  teachers  are  employed.  Five  are  high  school  grad- 
uates with  one  or  two  years  of  summer  school  training, 
three  are  normal  graduates,  one  has  twO'  years  of  college 
training.  One  has  a  teaching  experience  of  thirty  years;  one, 
of  twenty-five  years;  two,  of  four  years;  one,  of  two  years; 
three,  of  one  year;  and  one  is  without  previous  experience  in 
teaching. 

The  highest  salary  paid  is  $800 ;  the  lowest,  $540 ;  and 
the  average,  $672.89.  In  general,  the  discipline  is  satisfac- 
tory, the  pupils  interested  in  their  tasks  and  the  teachers 
devoted  to  the  interests  of  their  schools.

General  Statistics 
For  the  Year.  Ending  June  30,  1922 

Ten  schools  were  maintained.  One  hundred  and  seventy 
pupils  were  registered.  The  average  membership  was  126; 
the  average  attendance,  115;  the  per  cent  of  attendance  91.2. 
Jessica  Tracy  was  not  absent  or  tardy  during  the  year.  There 
w^re  twenty  pupils  from  the  district  in  secondary  schools 
whose  tuition  was  paid  by  the  district.  There  were  six 
tuition  children  attending  the  elementary  schools  of  Clare- 
mont.  The  superintendent  made  233  visits  tO'  the  Cornish 
schools.  All  the  schools  were  in  session  thirty-six  weeks  in 
accordance  with  statute  law. 

Repairs 

During  the  summer  quite  extensive  repairs  were  made 
upon  the  school  buildings.  The  ceiling  of  the  Goward  school 
was  whitened,  and  some  painting  and  papering  was  done 
there.  The  paper  was  removed  from  the  walls  of  the  South 
school  and  two  coats  of  paint  were  applied.  The  ceiling  was 
whitewashed.  At  the  Centre  school  an  outhouse  opening 
from  the  cloakroom  was  built,  floor  joists  renewed,  a  new 
floor  was  laid  in  the  entry,  and  the  heating  plant  and  furni- 
ture were  brought  in  from  the  Townhouse  school.  At  the 
City  school  the  paper  was  removed  from  the  walls,  which 
then  received  two  coats  of  paint.  The  ceiling  also  was  paint- 
ed with  two  coats  of  white  paint.  The  desks  were  shellaced 
and  a  closet  for  books  and  supplies  was  built.  The  outbuild- 
ing too  received  a  coat  of  paint  inside  and  out. 

At  the  Chadbourne  school  the  paper  was  removed  and 
the  walls  treated  to  two  coats  of  paint,  the  entry  likewise. 
The  ceiling  was  whitened.  At  the  Tracy  school  the  ceiling 
was  whitened  and  a  new  door  was  installed.  At  the  Dingle- 
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ton  school  the  walls  were  repapered  and  repainted,  the  ceil- 
ing was  whitened,  a  new  floor  laid,  a  book  closet  was  built, 
and  new  blackboards  were  provided.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

The  library  finances  have,  as  in  previous  years,  been 
arranged  by  a  budget  submitted  by  the  Library  Board  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  approval.  You  will  note  that  this 
year  we  have  paid  two  years'  fuel  bills  thus  making  that  item 
seem  large. 

The  same  methods  as  last  year  have  been  employed  for 
distributing  books  to  different  parts  of  the  town.  Branches 
have  been  established  in  the  school  houses.  Without  excep- 
tion the  teachers  have  most  kindly  shown  appreciation  and 
carefulness  in  doing  this  work.  The  Board  has  paid  a  small 
sum  per  week  for  this  care  and  so  it  has  seemed  quite  prop- 
er to  cordially  invite  the  people  in  each  neighborhood  to 
make  free  use  of  these  collections.  This  has  been  very  gen- 
erally done.  We  have  sent  each  time  in  every  lot  of  books, 
not  alone  those  suitable  foj-  the  children  but  a  carefully  sel- 
ected number  of  novels  and  non-fiction  for  the  adults.  Ac- 
cording to  the  state  library  report,  no  library  in  the  state  has 
so  many  out  stations  as  Cornish. 

At  the  main  library  the  patronage  has  been  up  to  stand- 
ard and  each  visitor  has  seemed  to  feel  it  is  his  or  her  libra- 
ry and  has  asked  for  a  good  amount  of  reading  material.  It 
was  planned  to  have  the  people  of  the  town  help  select  the 
new  books  and  to  that  end  reply  cards  were  sent  out  asking 
for  suggestions.  The  response  has  not  so  far  been  very 
general,  but  more  are  hoped  for  later.  Those  asked  for  to 
date,  when  not  already  in  the  library,  have  mostly  been  se- 
cured. An  order  is  now  on  the  way.  We  are  also  having  a 
few  old  favorites  rebound  and  they  will  soon  be  ready. 

We  have  received  several  gifts  in  the  shape  of  books 
and  magazines  for  which  thanks  are  hereby  rendered.  I  wish 
I  could  tell  the  people  of  the  town  all  the  nice  things  that 
are  said  of  our  library  by  out  of  town  and  out  of  state 
visitors,  who  have  chanced  to  call  on  us.  Certainly  they  all 
agree  on  what  we  alr^r^^^^  know  very  well,  that  we  have  a 
building  and  a  collection  far  ahead  of  most  small  towns 
and  one  to  be  justly  proud  of. 
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As  a  librarian  without  special  training,  I  have  been  very- 
thankful  for  the  outlines  and  system  already  established  by 
those  who  did  know  what  to  do.  And  to  the  best  of  my 
ability  I  have  tried  to  serve  the  public  in  this  capacity  ac- 
ceptably.
